1 . This Office Action is in response to amendments and remarks filed December 7, 
2001. Claims 1-19 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a sensor as 
claimed, more specifically in combination with arranging the three photodetectors in an 
identical plane, desensitizing the central photodetector and providing a shading member 
is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record.
